A despatch from Lawrence says tbe big- 


gest shakeup since the 1892 earthquake 
that followed the news that two aldermen 
had been indicted for bribery, resulted yes- 
terday from John Manning's confession to 
Dist. Atty.Moody.In this he acknowledged 
paying §1000 to a third party for securing a 
liquor license for him in 1892. 


This confession, it is thought, will have 


the effect of re-opening the cases of ex- 
Aldermen Martin and Bolton, who were 
indieted in 1S92, and which are as yet un- 
disposed of. 


Martin was never tried. 
Bolton was 


tried twice, and secured a disagreement of 
tbe jury each time. 


The indictments grew out of the failure 


of ex-Councilman Weldon to secure a li- 
cense. He felt aggrieved over his failure 
and told a story to the effect that be had 
paid Aid. Boltou $1000 to secure one for 
him. 


Diet. Atty. Moody heard the story, and 


Bolton's and Martin's indictment followed. 
Weldon swore to the payment of the money 
at the trials, but a minority of the jury re- 
fused to believe bim. 


At the time it was said that a representa- 


tive of a brewing company and a whole- 
sale liquor dealer had entertained the 
board of aldermen at thejsummer residence 
of the former and made arrangements for 
the distributing of the licenses and cash. 


This was the case that. Lawyer Brickett 


of Haverhill had in mind some weeks ago 
when he told the writer that "the Law- 
rence aldermen received $48,000 for them- 
selves." 


The trouble this year started when 


Mayor 
Butter 
refused to sign seven 


licenses. He gave no reason for so doing, 
ind, after considerable time had elaosed, 


signed two of them. The other five 


licenses, which were granted to republi- 
cans, he refused to sij?n. Among the latter 
was Manning. He secured the services of 
er-Asat. Dist. Atty. De Courcey, who 
brought a bill of equity to compel Eutter 
to sign, but the court ruled that Rutter 
could not be compelled to sign any 
license. 


Then Manning began to feel vindictive. 


He wanted to know who had Influenced 
the mayor against him, and last week he 
decided that it was the wholesale liquor 
dealer mentioned. On Monday he decided 
to tell all be knew about the granting of 
licenses in 1892. 


In an interview with a reporter Mr. 


Manning, senior, is credited with saying: 


"I was in the liquor business bere for 25 


years, and always kept a good place. I 
never had any trouble itx getting a license 
until 1892, when a liquor dealer came and 
said that I would have to give him $1000 
if I wanted a license. The money, he said, 
was to be divided amon? certain 
officials. 


In the presence of my son I gave it to him 
and got my license all right. Then came 
the trial of Boltoa for bribery, but I kept 
out of it. 


''Last year we had no licence here. When 


the time came for granting licenses this 
year my son made an application for one, 
and through the kindness of Alderman 
Kittredge, whose property adjoins mine 
and who has known me for years, he was 
granted one. The liquor dealer who got 
S1000 from me in 1892 used his influence 
against us and the mayor refused to sign 
it. 


"It made me mad to have a man whom 


I always used well turn against ine so, and 
I made up my mind to get square. So I 
saw some people who had paid him S1000 
apiece and talked the matter over with 
them, and as a result of that talk six of us 
went and saw Dist. Atty. Moody last Mon- 
day. He will attend to the matter as soon 
as the superior ciyil court adjourns." 


The statement of Manning, ST., was con- 


firmed in every respect by his son. 


The liquor dealer referred to by Man- 


ning was asked about the case, and denied 
that he bad ever received a dollar from 
Manning for illeeal purposes. 


Mayor Eutter was out of town. 
Conse- 


quently his side of the controversy could 
not be obtained. 


in granting the common victualers' li- 


censes this year the law is s"aid to have 
been violated, when places not fitted up for 
saloons were granted licenses. 
Some oi 


tbe places were used as barber, paint and 
cobblfi's shops when the licenses weie 
granted, but the greater number of them 
have since been transferred. 


The general feeling here seems to be tbal 


Mr. Moody will take vigorous action on 
Manning's statement.

Democrats Solidly in Favor 


of the Change. 


LIVELY CONTEST BY 


CANS AND WESTERNERS. 


The House Likely to Oppose 


Schedule. 


Sugar 


WASHINGTON, June 16.—Although the 


senate made no actual progress on tho 
woolen schedule yesterday, a serifs of 
amendments looking to the restoration of 
a duty oa raw wool were voted upon, 
but all of tlmm suffered defeat by ma- 
jorities ranging from 2 to 8. 


The three Populists voted against the 


restoration of the McKmley duty on 
wool, but iu favor of Mr Puffer's amend- 
ment to scale the duty down 50 per cent 
This amendment commanded tho largest 
vote of the day, only being dofented by 
t\VO VOtl"S. 


The Democratic lines remained 
un- 


broken, nil the Democratic senators vot- 
ing solidly against every attempt to ulucc 
a duty ou wool, except hi QUO instance, 
when Mr. Hill declined to vote at all on 
thePefi'er amendment. 
Tne debate was 


devoid of seusational or marked features 
of any kind. 


When It Hxiolios tlie House. 


There is much discussion among the 


pi eminent Democrats iu the house con- 
cerning the fate of the tariff bill when it 
reaches that botly. OrJiuarily'tho fate o{ 
Important legislation to u large extent, 
where there are serious differences, is iu 
the hands of the conferees. Lo whom the 
settlement of the disagreement between. 
the two houses is referred. 


But in the ca^e of the pending tariff 


bill it is very evident, judging from the 
talk indulged in on the Democratic side, 
that It will be very difficult to persuade 
the house to accept the numerous im- 
uortuut amendments which have been 
incorporated in the ponding bill. 


That there is a bitter flglit ahead is 


universally conceded. Members of the 
ways und means committee itnd other 
leading Democrats in tho house hava re- 
frained, up to the prctieu' Hme, from giv- 
ing utterance to the sentiment which is 
cropping out in that body. 


The point has been reached, however, 


where these feelings can no longer he 
kept secret, and it can also be truthfully 
said that the testimony of Havemeyer 
and other members of the Sugar trust has 
been a potent factor iu bringing the gen- 
aral discontent to the surface. 


Tainted by tho Sugar Trust. 


There appears to be a determination to 


fight the sugar schedule to the last ditch. 
The enormous profits which the Sugar 
trust has made, and tha admission that 
the proposed tariff added largely to tha 
revenue of this gigantic monopoly, is 
being 
used with much force by the 


opponents of the sugar schedule in the 
pending bill. 


There is a prevailing sentiment among 


a large number of the members of the 
house that an 
enormous amount oi 


money fans been made by the Sugar trust 
in manipulating the stock on informa- 
tion obtained from senators, and that the 
tariff bill is tainted, and accordingly 
more or less corrupted. 
Whatever tho 


investigation may show, this belief will 
influence many votes iu the house. 


A partiul canvHs of the house shows 


that there are between 80 and 70 Demo 
crais who will vote against the sugar 
schedule when it comes before thorn. 
Many of them go so far as to assert that 
they will vote against the proposed duty 
on sugar, even though such action would 
defeat the bill. The men who talk in 
this strain are radical tariff reformers. 
Many ot them are ftom the west, and 
they claim they will be sustained atliome 
in such action. 


There are many southern representa- 


tives who talk in the same strain. They 
point to the fact that they hava been de- 
feated on two vitally important questions 
—free silver and tho repeal of the state 
bank tax—by the northern representa- 
tives, and they are not in a frame of ruiud 
to aid their northern allies to pass any 
measure that will make the rich richer 
and the poor poorer. 


Richardson Denial) Charge*. 


The dullness of yesterday's proceedings 


In the hoase was in marked contrast to 
the excitement of Thursday's session. An 
event somewhat out of the onlinary was 
a personal explanation by JMr.Kichordson, 
in reply to allegations made in a Wash- 
ington newspaper that he hud boon using 
his position as a member of the commit- 
tee on the District of Columbia to further 
the interest of an overhead trolley syndi- 
cate, to whom he (Richardson) had sold 
real estate indirectly.

Lawrence 
Boodle 
Cases 


May Be Revived. 


LAWRENCE 
9ALOON1ST CON- 


FESSED TO PAYING $1000. 


Alleges That He Sent the Money to 


an Alderman. 


A despatch from Lawrence says tho big 


gest shakeup since the 1892 earthquake 
that followed the news that two aldermen 
had been indicted for bribery, resulted yes 
terday from John Manning's confession lo 
Dial. AtLy.Moody.Iu this he acknowledges 
paying $1000 to a third party for securing a 
liquor license for him ia 1892. 


This confession, it is thought, Tvill have 


the effect of re-opening the cases of ex 
Aldermen Martin and Bolton, who were 
indicted in 1S02, and which are as yet un- 
disposed of. 


Martin was never tried. 
Bolton waa 


tried twice, and secured a disagreement of 
the jury each time. 


Tho Indictments grew out of the failure 


of rx-Councilman Weldon to secure a li- 
cense. Ha felt aggrieved over his failure 
and told a. story to the effect that he hac 
paid Aid. Bollon $1000 to secure one for 
him. 


Diet, Atty. Moody heard the story, am 


Bolton's and Martin's Indictment followed 
Weldon swore to the payment of tho money 
at tho trials, but a minority of the jury re- 
fused to believe him. 


At the time U was Bald that a representa- 


tive of a brewing company and a whole- 
sale liquor dealer, had entertained 
the 


board of aldermen at the|8ummer residence 
of the former and made arrangements for 
the distributing of the licenses and cash. 


This was the case that Lawyer Brlckett 


of Haverhill bad ID mind some weeks ago 
when he told the writer that "the Law 
rence aldermen received $48,000 for them- 
selves." 


The trouble this year started when 


Mayor 
Rutter refused 
to sign 
seven 


licenses. 
He gave no reason for so doing, 


and, after considerable time had elaosed, 
he signed two of them. The other five 
licenses, which were granted to republi- 
cans, he refused to sign. Among tbe latter 
was Manning. He secured the services of 
ex-Asst. Dist. Atly. De Conrcey, who 
brought a bill of equity to compel Butter 
to sign, but the court ruled that Butter 
could not 
be compelled to sign any 


license. 


Then Manning began to feel vindictive. 


He wanted to know who had lufluencci] 
the mayor against him, and last week he 
decided that it wag Lhe wholesale liquor 
dealer mentioned. On Monday he decided 
to tell all he knew about the granting ol 
licenses in 1892. 


In an interview with a reporter Mr. 


Manning, senior, Is credited with saying: 


"I was in the liquor business here for 2£ 


years, and always kept a good place. ] 
never had any trouble I& getting a license 
until 1892, when a liquor dealer came and 
said that I would have to give him $1000 
If 1 wanted a license. The money, he said, 
was to be divided among certain 
officials, 


fn the presence of my son I gave it to him 
and got my license all right. Then came 
the trial of Bolton for bribery, but I kept 
out of it. 


"Last year we had no licence here. When 


the time came for granting licenses this 
year my son made an application for one, 
and through 
the kindness of Alderrrinn 


Xittredge, whose property adjoins mine 
and who lias known me for years, he was 
granted one. The liquor dealer who got 
$1000 from me in 1892 used his influence 
against us and the mayor refused to sign 
it. 


"It made mo mad to have a man whom 


I always used well turn against me so, and 
1 made up my mind to get square. 
So 1 


saw some people who had paid him S1000 
apiece and talked the matter over with 
them, and as n result of that talk nix of us 
went and saw Dial. Atty. Moody last Mon- 
day. He will attend to the matter as soon 
as the superior civil court adjourns." 


The statement of Manning, sr., waa con- 


firmed in every respect by his sou. 


The liquor dealer referred to by Man 


n:ng was asked about the case, and denied 
that ho had ever received a dollar from 
Manning for illegal purposes. 


Mayor Rutler was out of town. 
Conse- 


quently his side of the controversy could 
not be obtained. 


In granting the common victualcrs' li- 


censes this year the law is s'aid to have 
been violated, when places not fitted up for 
afiloons were granted licenses. 
Some of 


the places were used as barber, paint and 
cobbler's shops wumi the licenses were 
granted, but the greater number of them 
have since been transferred. 


The general feeling here seems to be that 


Mr. Moody will take vigorous action on 
Manning's statement. 


K

Pullman system is that it is not what it 
pretends to be. To a casual visitor it is 
a veritable paradise, but it is n hollow 
mockery, a sham, an institution girdled 
with red tape, and as a solution of tho 
labor problem most unsatisfactory. 


"The great trouble with tho town of 


Pullman, viewed from the standpoint 
of an industrial experiment, is that its 
deficiencies overbalance all its beauties. 
It is tho most un-Aniericau town in all 
America. 
It belongs to tho map of En 


ropo. It IB a civilized relio of old world 
serfdom. Today we behold tho lamen- 
table and logical outcome of the \vhole 
system. 


Mr. Cawardine went exhaustively into 


the causes of the strike and held tho offi- 
cials of the company to be culpably neg 
ligent in permitting only a partial in- 
vestigation of grievances to be made and 
in allowing members of the committee 
from the workmen to bo discharged.

St. John'* Hm, * Gre»t Tnrmoil Over the 


Pmjment of Dqtlai. 


ST. JOHN'S, N. F., June 16.—A crowd of 


men, headed by Speaker Emerson of the 
local legislature and other members of 
the Whiteway party, tried to take goods 
from the wharves without paying duty, 
yesterday. The crowd assembled at the 
stores and wharves of Shea & Co., and at- 
tempted to break open the stores in order 
to get at the goods. 


The whole city police force was sum- 


moned, and for two hours their hands 
were full in keeping the crowd in check. 
There were over 2000 persons collected in 
the vicinity, and in the struggles with 
the police, which were numerous, many 
were hurt. The trouble began to look so 
serious that the magistrates had to be 
summoned to order the crowd to disperse. 


The governor, when ha heard of the u£- 


fair, sent a messenger on board the man- 
of-war Buzzard, with the request that a 
body of men be landed to assist the po- 
lice. 
The commander sent an officer 


ashore with instructions to signal when 
he thought the presence of men was 
necessary. The marines were tberi drawn 
up on the ship's quarter in full view of 
the crowd ou shore. Ultimately, by the 
advice of cool-headed men, the crowd dis- 
persed. 


The city is now practically under mar- 


tial law. Armed police are everywhere. 
Another attempt to seize goods is ex- 
pected shortly.

pened in the jury room, 


Xook Several Ballots, 


Juror No. 7, Amandus Hoohsmith, a 


young man, was finally persuaded to say: 
"We took several ballots, although not 
in regular form. We stood 7 for convic- 
tion, 3 for acquittal and 2 doubtfnl at 
first, but we came around at last, only 
one man hung back. I cannot tell who 
he was. We all feel sorry to find such a 
verdict, but the evidence of the man's 
guilt was too clear to admit of any 
doubt." 


Wiman was handed over to Deputy 


Sheriff Brown, who is attached to the 
district attorney's office. He received the 
verdict with less emotion than it was 
supposed he would. Before leaving the 
courtroom he shook hands with his coun- 
sel and as many of his friends as could 
cluster around him. He waved the re- 
porter off with a sad smile'. He was ac- 
companied to the Tombs by his two 
sons. Contrary to the usual custom, ths 
prisoner's counsel did not ask for Ciia re- 
lease of their client on bail. 


At Least Tiro Hundred Victims of 


Man's Bash Indiscretion. 


VIESNA, June 16.—Fi ve distinct explo- 


sions of fire damp occurred in the coal 
mines of Count Larisch at Karwin, Aus- 
trian Silesia. Two hundred miners were 
killed and a number entombed. 


Large crowds of people, many of them 


the wives, children and other relatives of 
dead miners, are congregated about tbe 
entrance to the shafts, giving vent to 
their grief in loud lamentations. The fire 
is still burning fiercely, but hundreds of 
men are endeavoring to extinguish the 
flames, and rescue any cf the entombed 
miners who may be alive. 


During the lOi years in which the Knr- 


vin mines have been in existence, there 
have been many disastrous explosions in 
them. The last was in March, 1885, when 
105 men were killed. 


Count von Larisch personally superin- 


tended the work of rescue, which was 
carried out with more zeal than discre- 
tion. The party consisted of several fore- 
men, 
officials and miners, of whom one 


overseer, two head miners, one official 
and 10 miners were killed by ensuing ex- 
plosions. 


The men who escaped from the burning 


mines state that the explosions originated 
through dynamite blasting by a miner. 
Such blasting was against the rules, but 
the rules were disobeyed by tbe miner in 
order to save himself work.

iion of David F. Barry and John Madden 
f Chicopee, for a writ o£ mandamus to 
compel Mayor Mellen or tha board of 
icense commissioners of that city to issue 
iquor licenses to them, was heard yester- 
day. It was.the first case of the kind TO be 
iried since the law regarding the establish- 
ment of a Hcenge commission was passed. 
Fudge Knowlton's decision was a sweep- 
ng: victory for the mayor and commis- 
sion, for he not only dissolved the in- 
innction against the latter, but refused to 
;rant a writ of mandamus compelling 
either the mayor or commission to grant

Western receipts for the 
week have been 1,474,401 bushels, against 
2,101,974 last year, and Atlantic exports 
only 908,996 bushels, against 3,223,087 last 
year.

Chronicle indicates an increase of 2.06 
per cent, with prospects decidedly more 
favorable than a year ago. 


While business is narrow.it is compara- 


tively free from loss by failure, for the li< 
abilities reported in failures for the first 
week of June were only $2,507,228, of 
which $476,118 were of manufacturing 
and tl,87a,26l of trading concerns. Tho 
aggregate liabilities thus far reported in 
failures in May were but $13,514,700, ot 
which $5,146,025 were of manufacturing 
and $6,912,802 of trading concerns.

MINES IN FLAMES. 


At Least TITO Hundred Viotlma of One 


SI ail's Bash Indiscretion, 


VIENNA, June 18.— Fi ve distinct explo- 


sions of flre damp occurred in tho coal 
mines of Count Larlsch at Karwln, Aus- 
trian Silesia. Two hundred miners were 
killed and a number entombed. 


Large crowds of people, many of them 


the wives, children and other relatives of 
dead miners, are congregated, about the 
entrance to the shafts, giving vent to 
their grief in loud lamentations. The fire 
is still burning fiercely, but hundreds of 
men are endeavoring to extinguish the 
flames, and rescue any of tho entombed 
miners who mav be alive. 


During the 104 years in which the Knr- 


vin mines have been in existence, there 
have been many disastrous explosions iu 
them. Tho last was in March, 1665, when 
1U5 men were killed. 


Count von Larlsch personally superin- 


tended tho work oE rescue, which was 
carried out with more zeal than discre- 
tion. The pnrty consisted of b«veral fore- 
men, oftioials and miners, of whom one 
overseer, two head miners, one official 
and 10 miners were killed by euaning ex- 
plosions. 


The men who escaped from the burning 


mines state thattheexplo.sionBoriginn.ted 
through dynamite blunting by a miner. 
Such blasting was against the rules, but 
the rules were disobeyed by tbe miner in 
order to save himself work.

HAWAII'S CONSTITUTION. 


The new constitution adopted In Hawaii 


is one very much resembling tbe Irish land 
code which a French writer said should be 
registered only in helL It provides for the 
continuance of tbe self constituted oligar- 
chy which now controls the provisional 
government. A man must have property 
valved at $3000 and an income of $900 be- 
fore he can vote for senator and the mini- 
mum property and income of a senator are 
respectively §5000 and $1800, and of a 
representative SlOOO and $000. That con- 
stitution should never have been adopted 
and it is sure soon to be swept into obliv- 
ion by a revolution if -not by peaceful 
means. 


A barrier is raised against naturaliza- 


tion as every person to be eligible must 
possess property amounting to $200, and 
must be a native of a country with whicb 
Hawaii has treaty relations. Speaking of 
the nuizzle provided fot the press the Fall 
River Globe says: 


"A muzzle is also provided for the press 


vrlili a view of regulating its political ut- 
terances auJ, on tUe wnolc. it looks as 
though tliia constitution might meet, with 
the approval uf even the Czar of Kussia or 
me Sultan of Turkey. It is certainly less 
liberal and republican in its general char- 
acter than the laws which regulate popular 
rights and suffrage under some ol thetnun- 
arehial governments of Europe." 


Tue features of the new constitution 


proves, if anything could, that the little 
coterie of usurpers who drafted it, are not 
disposed to be fair and that in their hands 
the word republic is abused and desecrated 
whereas it should be the synonyme of jus- 
tice, equality, liberty. This is not a con- 
stitution that will endure. It is intended 
to enslave tlie people and perpetuate the 
control of an autocratic few.

now believed to bo simply a product of 


hemleal combustion. 


Such being the fuse, it ought to bo prnc-

'his peculiar light, termed ''phosphorus- 
unce," h.irt ravived little attention from 
cioutists up to date. It affords nn attracti- 
ve li"ld lor investigation. The suppnsl- 
iun is that, it is made by the slow coiulms- 
lon of material secreted under the control 
it the nervous system of the insect. It is 
iroducid at one four-hundredth of tho 
o.st i if energy expended in a candle flume. 
Nothing is lost in the shape of heat, tho 
ight giving organs having tho same toin- 


muiro as other parts o£ the animal. 
More than 150 families uf auimuls on 


aud and in water, embracing tens of 
housands of species, produce such light. 
L'hey yield enough of it to illuminate- Lou- 
don, 
Puns and New York. The surface 


of the ocean is alive with luminous erus- 
;aeeiins, jellylishes, etc., not to mention 
nmimerablo vegetable organisms, ertcji of 
which is a tiny lantern. In tho depths 
swim lamp bearing fishes. On land crawl 
glowworms and "electrical ctntijicds," 
while in the air fireflies anil "lightning 
jugs" ot maTiy kinds dUport themselves. 
All of this light crowded into one place 
would hardly affect u thermometer. 


The most brilliant light afforded by any 


laud animal is that (if the famous iirelly 
of tho tropics, known its the "cucujo." 
Thirty-eight of them yield one candle pow- 
er. I'hotogrnph.i have been printed by 
two minute exposure of bromide plates to 
their illumination. People, in Cuba con- 
fine them in paper lanterns for going 
about the country at night or for indoor 
lighting. Sometimes they attach ono of 
the insects to each loot for traveling in the 
dark to servo as u guide to the. path; also 
they use them as ornaments for the dress 
and hair. 


It is with these fireflies that Professor 


Langley conducted his experiments. They 
we beetles, begimiing life as grubs. "Skip 
jack?," or "spring toils," they are some 
times Killed, because, when placed on their 
backs, they jump over with a clicking 
sound. A small species of the siune family 
is found in Florida aud Texas. They have 
two luminous spots on the thorax and an- 
other tin the abdomen. Damp evenings aro 
most favorable to the light giving, the ob- 
ject of which is presumably to attract the 
sexes. The young larva.- feed largely on 
snails, to which their bite is poisonous 
Tho luminous organs, are developed before 
the insects leave the eggs. 


Xow, a theory formerly held w-as that 


these fireflies stored up light in tho day 
time for emission at night, as is dono b; 
the so called "luminous prviut" of culeium 
sulphide. 
But it was found that they 


shone as brightly as ever after being con- 
fined for 10 days in darkness. Some, that 
were carried all the way from Cuba to 
Havre, in the pitch black hold of u vessel, 
were brilliant on their nrriv.vl. A. more 
striking disproof, however, was affnrdud 
by a batch of larva? hatched in tho dark 
from eggs laid in the dark in u pioee of 
rotten wood, tho young insects being kept 
in darkness for the ilftt six months of 
their lives. They shone! 


Professor Langley decided that the light 


did not depend on the vital principle of 
tho insect. He fuiind that the eggt. benuw 
lurainotu on being shaken in a g'UftS re- 
ceptacle. Then he dried tin: egK1- and kept 
them in that condition for a Jong time. On

gliiucusj resembles bread mold It bears a 
cluster of branches, each of which is a lay- 
er of naked spores, like a string of beads, 
all breaking apart when matured. 
These 


produce new fungi. 
Tins samo mold is 


found on old leather and oftentimes de- 
velops on tho surface of preserved fruits. 


The body of a dead fly will furnish an- 


other house plant. Tins is the Achyla pro- 
liferu. 
A person with very good eyes can 


make out at times these tufts of minute, 
colorless filaments. The office of this lit- 
tle plant is to remove dead insects and re- 
du(e them to primary elements. 


K\ery good cook is careful to dispose at 


once of the water in which meat has been 
v,,isl'ed. 
Only a few hours are necessary 


to change it into a foul smelling liquid if 
the temperature is suitable. This change 
is duo to a little plant called Bacterium 
termo. A drop of this putrid material un- 
der the microscope reveals many thousands 
of them, acting under a peculiar vibratile 
motion. These minute plants are the 
agents which cause incut and nearly all 
othor substances to undergo decomposi- 
tion—invisible, yet mighty enough to re- 
duce the most complex organism to the 
simplicity of tho dust ;it our feet. 


Undersea Telephoning. 


Professor Michael I Pupin of Columbia 


college claims to have made certain dis- 
coveries just embodied ia United States 
patents, which, according to the New 
York Sun, wouJd seom to solve all of the 
theoretical and many of the practical diffi- 
culties of extending telephone lines not 
only all over the land, but even under seas, 
aud do a great many other things in the 
way of using electrical energy which have 
heretofore been considered either absolute- 
ly impossible or only possible at a prohibi- 
tive cost. 


Telephony carried, under the ocean has 


been considered as proved: to be out of the 
question, but the key to the solution he 
now feels sure is discovered, and he is 
ready to demonstrate his conclusions in 
the face of all the mathematical proof that 
has been put forth to the contrary. 


The groat thing to be overcome was the 


absorbing power of the conductors, Mr. 
Pupin says, aud what may bo called fric- 
tional resistance to tho passage of the elec- 
trical impulses. To accomplish this tho 
line is divided into sections, with " con- 
densers" interposed, the length of each of 
which is determined by the period of vi- 
bration desired 
This the inventor calls 


''tuning the circuit." 


Consider a cable 8,000 miles long, con- 


taining 6.000 miles of wire, divided into 
6,000 equal parts, with 6,000 condensers 
interposed. 
Such a line would reach 


across the Atlantic and carry the electrical 
impulses over and bac^ along its 6,000 sec- 
tions. Such n cable might bo a somewhat 
awkward thing to mate and lay.

kind of elootncal line will be to enable 
electric lighting companies to furnish cur- 
rents which will operate lamps producing 
light and no heat.

Why Cholera Kills. 


When an adventurous scientist declared 


that he bad swallowed any amount of chol- 
era cultures without injury, there was a 
good deal of incredulous head shaking, and 
while the doubters could not really dispute 
the statements made they insisted that 
there must be something behind it all, for 
if cholera bacilli were really themselves 
and nobody else why didn't the man die? 
And now it appears that it isn't the well 
bred, properly conducted bacillus that does 
the mischief, but a substance that they 
manufacture from the contents of the hu- 
man interior where they take up their 
abiding place. The bacilli proceed to form 
what is known as nitrite, a most deadly 
poison. This substance is by tho bacilli 
generated from many vegetables,especially 
cauliflower, lettuce, beets and turnips. 


Meat, contains but a limited amount of 


convertible material; hence the prevailing 
idea tbat vegetables are, to be eaten with 
prudence during cholera seasons, while 
meat in small quantities and Indian corn, 
barley and the- like are much safer articles 
of diet. It is furtherasserted that there are 
other bacteria found iu the intestiuesof men 
and animals that are capable of generatinj 
nitrites, but that the cholera bacillus pro 
duces over 40,000 times more than any other 
creature. If there is no suitable substance 
found by the cholera bacilli upon which to 
work, they form lactic and other acids, but 
these rarely cause serious ills. They some- 
times give rise to what is known as choler 
ine, which frequently prevails to a consid- 
erable ext'-nt during epidemics of cholera, 
—New York Ledger.

I will not speak of 
him as a philanthropist, for I have nev- 
er seen nor heard of any evidence of 
this. I Trill not speak oTTiis'servicos to 
his age, because I know of none, 1 will 
not refer to his services to his country, 
as history is silent thereon." 


After referring to Mr. Pullman's ad- 


mitted ability as a business man, rais- 
ing himself from a poor boy in a coun- 
try town to his present position as head 
of a great mauufaotuiiug industry, Mr. 
Cawardine said! 


"In this age of rapidly increasing for- 


tunes, when, men become rich in a day 
by speculation, rearing a fabric of suc- 
cess upon the ruin of others, I am will- 
ing to accord him all honor, but when 
Mr. Pullman as a public man stands 
before the world and demands of TVS 
that we regard him as a benefactor to 
bis race, as a trne philanthropist, aa one 
•who respects his fellow men, who re- 
gards his employees with tho love of a 
father for his children, and would have 
us classify him with such men as 
George Peabody, Peter Cooper and 
George W. Guilds I confess, as a min- 
ister of the gospel, 'delivering my mes- 
sage in the shadow of these deserted 
shops, I fail utterly to see the point. 
The facts are not in accordance with the 
assertions made, 


"If he is all this, then let me ask 


him a question or two: 


"I am not a financier, but I believe I 


know right from wrong. Why does not 
Mr. Pullman stand before his directors 
and demand of them, upon the basis of 
morality and right, that, instead of de- 
claring a quarterly dividend of 2 per cent 
in these terribly depressed times, they Id 
content with \% per cent and place the

cent and more in the wages of his em- 
ployees, which on a careful investi- 
gation he would have found would re- 
duce them to severe hardship and many 
to the verge of starvation—why, I say, 
did ae not also'reduce the high rents 
•ad -Water taxes levied -upon these same 
tnzployees? 


"Again, when he reduces the wages 


of his employees, why does he not re- 
duce his own salary and those of all his 
higher officials, tbe local management 
and town officials, heads of depart- 
ments, foremen and straw bosses? And 
when he cuts the price of labor in his 
great freight car shops from §14 a car, 
with one inspector, to §7 a car and 
three inspectors, why does he not get | 
along with two fewer inspectors and 
spread their wages over his already re- 
duced pay roll? 


"Why does Mr. Pullman, in the midst 


of a hard and vigorous winter, when 
the hours of work were few and the 
•wages at their lowest ebb; when whole 
farailies were in want; 
when the

the raging oluments of infuriated con- 
flicts if, in the days to come, justieo is 
not meted out to tho laborer and capital 
ceases to be tyrannical.

Pullman, viewed from the standpoint 
of an industrial experiment, ia that its 
deficiencies overbalance all its beauties.

rope. It is a civilized relic of old world 
serfdom. Today we behold the lamen- 
table and logical outcome of the whole 
system." 


Mr. Cawardine went exhaustively into 


the causes of the strike and held tho offi- 
cials of the company to bo culpably neg- 
ligent in permiUiug only n partial in- 
vestigation of grievances to be made and 
in allowing members of the committee 
from the workmen to be discharged. 


"I am with you to the end," he said

"I hope you will get yore

Diet is of the greatest importance. 


This and mild aperients are the most 
active agents in producing a gradual 
and lasting change. 
The Banting sys- 


tem allows for breakfast four or five 
ounces of meat, either lean mutton, 
beef or kidneys—the same amount of 
broiled fish may take the place of tha 
meat—one ounce of dry toast and a 
large cup of tea without cream or sugar, 


For dinner, six ounces of any fish ex- 


cepting salmon, any lean meat except- 
ing pork, any vegetable excepting pota- 
to, poultry or game, ao ounce of dry 
toabfc and a glass ot cl.iret Champagne, 
port, Bpuit.i or beer strictly prohibited. 


For tvo, three ounces of fruit, a rusk 


or two and a cup of tea withont milk 
or sugar. Where this meal includes sup- 
per as well, three ounces of fish or meat 
may be added. 


It is the absence of bread which most 


persons feel rnos>t keenly, and yet we 
should be much healthier and nappier 
without it, substituting fruit. If, as so 
many physicians tell us, most people 
suffer from overfeeding rather than too 
little nourishment, the woman who must 
diet need not become an object of sym- 
pathy.

Now that the time for using the ham- 


mock out of doors is here the following old 
rule for Its proper adjustment •will bear re- 
printing: The head end should bo (5J4 febt 
from the ground and tlie foot end 8% feet 
—a curve which secures to the occupant 
the greatest ease of position. Next the 
rope which fastens the head end should tie 
leas than 18 inches long, while that which 
attaches the foot should be i% feet. The 
object of this arrangement is *o give the 
lower part of the body freedom in swing- 
Ing, while the head remains almost sta- 
tionary, Kopes -with metal catches are 
now for sale which make the labor of 
hanging a hammock very slight, and 
where trees are used as supports they 
should be well protected with heavy can- 
vas or cloth, as the friction is sure co causa 
Injury to the bark in time. 


Pure white hammocks mads- of bleached 


cord are now trimmed with wide ruffles of 
the webbing, which are often decorated 
with Russian cross stitch and interlaced 
ribbons to mateh. Harper's Bazar sug- 
gests that a dainty affair of this kind fills 
most attractively a corner in a drawing 
room, and, it may be suspended by brass 
chains and have brass bars to spread it at 
head and foot, all of -which serve to make 
it correspond more perfectly with the sur- 
roundings, 


In summer a hammock could well re- 


place a sofa in any room where there is 
sufficient space, and as it can be hooked 
bank against the wall when not in use ic 
will not bo found troublesome. Many In- 
valids prefer one In winter as well, finding 
it more restful, and with plenty of pillows 
and a fur rug or two it may be made as 
warm and comfortable as necessary.

MINES IN FLAMES. 


One 
At Least Two Hundred Victims of 


Man's Rash Indiscretion. 


VIENNA, June 10.—Fi ve distinct explo- 


sions ol fire damp occurred in the coal 
mines of Count Larisch at Kanvin, Aus- 
trian Silesia. Two hundred miners were 
killed and a number entombed. 


Large crowds of people, many of them 


the wives, children and other relatives of 
dead miners, are congregated about the 
entrance to the shafts, giving vent to 
their grief in loud lamentations. The fire 
is still burning fiercely, but hundreds of 
men are endeavoring to extinguish the 
flames, and rescue any of the entombed 
miners who may be alive. 


During the 104 years in which the Kar- 


viii mines have been in existence, there 
have been many disastrous explosions in 
them. The last was in March, 18S5, when 
105 men were killed. 


Count von Larisch personally superin- 


tended the \vork of rescue, which was 
carried out with more zsal than discre- 
tion. The party consisted of several fore- 
men, officials and miners, of whom one 
overseer, two head miners, one official 
and 10 miners wera killed by ensuing ex- 
plosions. 


The men. who escaped from the burning 


mines state that the explosions originated 
through dynamite blasting by a miner. 
Such blasting was against the rules, but 
the rules wera disobeyed by the miner in 
order to save himself work.

At Lonit Two Hundred Victims of One 


Man's Rajih Indiscretion. 


VIENNA, June 10.—Five distinct explo- 


sions of fire damp occurred in tho coal 
mines of Count Lariach at Kanvin, Aus- 
trian Silesia. Two hundred miners were 
killed aud a number entombed. 


Large crowds of people, many of them 


the wives, children and other relatives of 
dead miners, are congregated about the 
entrance to the ahafcs, giving vent to 
their erief in loud lamentations. The fire 
is still burning fiercely, but hundreds of 
men are endeavoring to extinguish tho 
flames, and rescue any of tho entombec 
miners who may be alive. 


During the 104 years in which the Kar 


Tin mines have been in existence, then 
have been many disastrous explosions ir 
them. The lust was in March, 1885, when 
105 men were killed. 


Count von Larisch personally superin-

HAWAII'S C<M»BSMHmON> 


The new constitution adopted in Hawaii 


is one very much resembling the Irish land 
code which a Franca writer said should be 
registered oaly in hell. It provides for the 
continuance of ttie self constituted oligar- 
chy'which now controls the provisional 
government. A man must have property 
valued at $3000 and an income of $900 be- 
fore he can vote for senator and the mini- 
mum property and income of a senator are 
respectively $5000 and $1800, and of a 
representative $1000 aad $000. That con- 
stitution should never have been adopted 
and it is sure soon to be swept into obliv- 
ion by a revolution if not by peaceful 
ujeaiis.

Unfortunately one cannot live upon a 


name—at least not forever. I lived on 
mine as long as it was possible, but a time 
at last came when I found that the Lym- 
pec name, highly as we rated it, was of 
little value on the back of a bill. Com- 
mercial people—hard,practical men—look- 
ed it it askance and requested the addi- 
ti^jal security of some wretched Jones or 
Smith, who could not trace his pedigree 
beyond his grandfather.

It is 100 times as cheap ns 
gas — that is to gay, there- is no waste, 
whereas the -waste in burning gas or lamps 
is more than 89 jier cent. lu other -words, 
tho consumer pays fl for every cent's 
worth of light ho gets. With electricity 
tho wafte is less, but still enormous. Tho 
lirefly light expends no energy ii> the shapn 
of heat. 


So hero la -what might bo termed a cold 


light without waste. If u process could 
!«• invented for producing it in large quau 
titles by artifice., tho discovery -nould U< of 
enormous beueflt to mankind'. Incidental 
ly electricity and #as would bo driven out 
of use for illuminating purposes. That 
tho beeivt will bo found sooner or later i. 
not at .ill unlikely. Tho notion formerly 
held that tho l!f;ut was part and parcel o"f 
the hf.i of tho firefly has been exploded. It 
is no\v believed to bo simply a product o) 
chemical combustion.

innumerable vegetable organisms, each of 
which is a tiny 1 wit ern. In tho depths 
swim lamp bearing tl.-ihos. On land crawl 
glowworms and "electrical centipeds " 
whilo in tho air fireflies and "lightning 
buys" of many kinds disport themselves. 
All of this light crowded into one place 
would hardly affect, a thermometer. 


The most brilliant, light afforded by any 


laud animal is that of tho famous ilrefiy 
of tho tropics, known as the "cueujo," 
Thirty-el slit of them yield one candle pow- 
er. Photographs have been printed by 
two minuto exposure of bromide plates to 
their illumination. People in Culm con- 
flno them in paper lanterns for going 
about tho country at night or for Indoor 
lighting. Sometimes they attach oilo of 
the insects to each foot for traveling in Hie 
dark to servo as a guide to the piitli; also 
they uso them as ornaments for the dress 
and hair. 


It is with these fireflies that Professor 


Langley conducted his experiments. They 
ore beetles, beginning life as grubs.. "SUip 
jacks," or "spring tails," they are some- 
times called, because, when placed on their 
backs, they jump over -with a clicking 
sound. A small species of the samo family 
is found in Florida and Texas. They have 
two luminous spots on the thorax and an- 
other on the abdomen. Damp evening's are 
most favorable to tho light giving, the ob- 
ject of which is presumably to attract the 
sexes. The young larvia feed largely on 
snail;., to which their bite is poisonous. 
Tho luminous organs are developed before 
the insects leave tho eggs. 


Xow, a theory formerly held was that 


these fireflies stored up light in the day- 
time for emission at night, as is done by 
tho so called "luminous paint" of calcium 
sulphide. 
But it was found that they 


shono as brightly as ever after bring con- 
fined for 10 days in darkness. Some that 
were carried all the way from Cuba to 
Havre, in the pitch black hold of a vessel, 
were brilliant on their arrival. A more 
striking disproof, however, was afforded 
by a batch of larva; hatched in the dark 
from eggs laid in the dark in a pieco of 
rotten wood, tho yoting insects being kept 
.n darkness for tho first six months of 
;heir lives. They shone! 


Professor Langlcy decided that the light 


did not depend on the vital principle of 
;ho insect. Ho found that tho eggs became- 
.ominous on being shaken in a glass re- 
ceptacle. Then he dried the eggs and kept 
;hem in that condition for u long time. On 
xjing moistened they shone 
The dried 


eggs wore powdered in a mortar, but, they

Every good cook is careful to dispose at 


once of tho water in which meat has been 
washed 
Only a few hours arc necessary 


:o clutngn it into a foul '•moiling liquid if 
tho temperature is suitable. Tins chaugo 
.s due to u little plant called Bacterium 
tewno. A drop of this putrid material un- 
der the mici oscopo reveals many thousands 
of them, acting under a peculiar vibratile 
'notion. These minuto plants are the 
agents n-lneh cause meat and nearly all 
other substances to undergo decomposi- 
iioii — invisible, yet mighty enough to re- 
duce the most complex organism to the 
simplicity of the dust at our feet. 


Undersea Telephoning. 


Professor Michael I. Pupm ot Columbia 


college, claims to have made certain dis- 
:overies just embodied in United States 
intents, which, according to the Sew 
York h^un, would ueom to solve all of thu 
theoretical and many of the practical diffi- 
culties of extending telephone lilies not 
only .ill over tho land, but even under seas, 
and do a great many other things in tho 
way uf using electric:;! energy which have 
heretofore boon considered cither absolute- 
ly impossible or only possible at a prohibi- 
tive cost 


Telephony carried under the ocean has 


been considered as proved to bo out of tho 
question, but the kty to tho solution ho 
now feels suro is discovered, and he is 
ready to demonstrate his conclusions in 
tho face of all the mathematical proof that 
has been put forth to the contrary. 


Tho great thing to bo overcome was tho 


absorbing power of the conductors, Mr. 
Pupin says, and what may be called fric- 
tional resistance to the passage of tho elec- 
trical impulses. To accomplish this the 
line is divided into sections, with ''con- 
densers" interposed, the length of eaen of 
which is determined by the period of vi- 
bration desired. This tho inventor calls 
"tuning the circuit." 


Consider a cablo 3,000 miles long, con- 


taining 0,000 7«iles of wire, divided into 
•,000 equal parts, with 6,000 condensers 
interposed. Such a lino would reach 
across the Atlantic and carry the electrical 
impulses over and back along its 6,000 sec- 
tions. Such a cable might be a somewhat 
awkward thing to niike and lay. 


Another thing which it is claimed will 


bo possible by means of the use of this 
kind of electrical line will bo to enable 
electric lighting companies to furnish cur- 
ix-uis «hicii will operate lamps producing 
light and no heat.

SAFETY ON FLYING TRAIN'S. 


Reasons Why the Faatent Traveling Ones 


Are the Most Secure. 


The Hstioual Car and Locomotive Builder 


says about the first thought that suggests 
itself to a person about to take a railroad 
journey is, in these days of frequent acci- 
dents, Where is tb« safest phios on the 
train? Extremes are generally objectiona- 
ble, and so, a« a place of safety, are either 
the extreme rear or forward parts of a pas- 
senger train. In case of a head collision 
the engine and forward carshavptofnrnibh 
the means for absorbing the moving energy 
of the train, and this energy is usually so j 
great that one or more cars are wrecked be- j 
fore its force is spent. In, the case of a rearj 
collision the rear cars must furnish thej 
means of absorbing a large portion of the i 
moving energy of the (striking train. 
] 


Perhaps fully half of this force !s spent j 


in wrecking the striking train, and a con- 
siderable portion of the force of the blow is 
spent in knocking the standing train for- 
ward. The balanceof this force is spent in, 
compressing the springs of the draft appli-1 
ancea on both trains and in wrecking the 
rear part of the train that is struck. There- 
fore it is plain that in COM of header rear 
collisions the front or rear parts of the 
train, as the case may be, are dangerous 
places, and the front more so than thy rear, 
for the reason stated, and for the further 
reason that the forward cars of a passeucer 
train are usually lighter and less strongly 
built than tbe beavy parlor or sleeping ears 
that usually make up the rear of the train. 
The blow of a bead collision will do more 
damage to tbe forward cars of a train than 
a colliding blow of equal forca will to tbe 
rear carsof the train as ordinarily arranged. 


For this reason tbe very be*.t form of in- 


surance for travelers is a parlor or Bleeping 
car ticket, although the rear car of the 
train, even if of the strongest construction, 
may be destroyed in a rear collision. 


The belief is becoming quite common 


that the safety of passenger.-* is not jeopar- 
dized very much by the higher train speeds 
that are now attained. 
There are good 


reasons for the belief. It is probable that 
the fastest train on a railroad is tho safest 
to ride oil. Of course the higher the speed 
at which a train ruus the greater is its po- 
tentiality of self destruction, but as such 
can result only from accidint safety is 
really enhanced by the higher tpeed because 
accident, is more zealously guarded against 
on the fast than the slow train, and the 
probability of its occurrence therefore ia 
largely decreased. 
The c.ir-i of the fast 


trains on our railroads and the engines 
that haul them are perhaps more carefully 
inspected and are certainly more carefully 
maintained in the safest and most perfect 
running order than are the curs and engine; 
of slower and what are considered less im- 
portant trains. 


The most competent and reliable em- 


ployees are generally Bimetal to operate 
tlie fast trains, and perhaps the chief ele- 
ment of the safety of tuete trains lies in

here at least we could get what we so much 
required—water, Tired as we were, we cov- 
ered the interveuint; ground in tiuia worthy 
of a wanderer's sprint. Our approach had 
been observed from the kraal, nnd when we 
arrived thero were quite a dozen natives 
waiting to receive us and inquire what we 
wanted. Our stock of Zulu was limited, 
but we know enough. to tell them that we 
were thirsty, on which they brought fortt 
water. Then the baud man, who appeared 
also to be a petty chief, came out of his hut, 
and beckoning to ua led us into an opep 
kraal, where he bade us sit down. He 
seemed pleased to see us, and all his 
wives and young men perched themselves 
around us, while be had a huge bowl ol 
Kaffir beer brought out for UB to partake of. 
He also wanted to cook au enormous piece 
of meat for us, but, on our dissenting, in- 
sisted on cur snuffing with him. 


After we had staid about mi hour in the 


kraal we rose to start off again, when whai 
was our surprise as well as gratification to 
fmd that the old fellow had instructed oife 
of his "umfaans" to go with us to show us 
on to the road, which was some four or five 
miles awny. One frequently hears theKaf 
fir decried, but I must say that oven from 
white men one rarely experiences such tru 
courtesy as Ibis, and I may hero mention 
that we have met with similar kindliness 
from all the Zulus we have been brough'

abiding place. The bacilli proceed to form 
what is known as nitrite, a most deadl 
poison. This substance is by the bacil 
generated from many vegetables, especiall 
cauliflower, lettuce, beets and turnips. 


Meat contains but a limited amount o 


convertible material; hence the prevoilln 
idea that vegetables are to be eaten wit 
prudence during cholera seasons, w 
meat in small quantities and Indian corn 
barley and tho like are much safer article, 
of diet. It is further asserted that there ar 
other bacteria found in the intestinesof me 
and animals that sre capable at generatin 
nitrites, but that the cholera bacillus prc 
duces over 40,000 times more than any othe 
creature. If there is no suitable substanc 
found by the cholera bacilli upon which t 
work, they form lactic and other acids, bu 
these rarely cause serious ills. They somi 
times give rise to what is known.as chole 
ine, which frequently prevails to a consk 
erable extent during epidemics o£ cholera

there must be Mimethlnp; behind It all. for 
If cholera bacilli were really themselves 
und nobody else \vhy didn't tho man dief 
And now it appears that it isn't tbe well 
bred, properly conducted bacillus that doe« 
the mischief, but a substanco tliat they 
manufacture Iroin tho contents of tho hu- 
man interior where they Uko up their 
abidliiK ]ilace. Thd bacilli proceed to form 
what Is knowu as nitrite, a most deadly 
poison. This Bubstanco is by tho bacilli 
generated from many vegetables, ospeclally 
cauliflower, lettuce, bectg and turnips. 


JMeat contains but a limited amount of 


convertible material; hence tho prevailing 
Idea that vegetables are to be oatcu with 
prudence durinK cholera siioEoua, whllo 
meat In small quantities and Indian corn, 
barley and tbo like are much safer article.4 
of diet, it IB further asserted that there are 
other bacteria found lu tho lutcstinesof men 
and animals that are capable of generating 
nitrites, but that tho cholera bacllltiH pro- 
duces over 40,000. times more llmu any other 
creature. If there Is no suitable substance 
found by the cholera bacilli upou which to 
work, they 1'orm lactic and other acids, but 
these rarely cause serious ills. They snme- 
times uivo rise tu what Is known as choler-
